"Usurious pawnshuops ordered closed by local Government 
Bureau", enquiries have teen made with the following result:- 

On January 17, torenty-three of some SO niwnshonps 
located in the O14 "ent t-te ares, in Nantno recaived na 
circular notize from the Pureau of Social Affairs, through 
the Nantac Adninistrative Office( 50 Ih Soh Ka, Boon Lai 
Road, Nantao),. instructing them to clore their husinesrss 
by the end of tro evrrent month because of the usurious 
interest chnrrged and Limiting the term of loans to one month. 
The order further reauires the pavmshops to allow the pledgers 
to redeem their property within six months from the date of b 
closure at a monthly interest of 3%. 

The Fureau of Social Affairs, however, has not yet 
taken any 2ction agairst the many *oper sir pawnshops" 
(stails) operating on open spaces near the gembling dens in 
Nantao and the “esatern District, 0.O.Le These “pawnshops"* 
charge an interest of 30% for ten days, and confiscate the 
articles pledged if they are not redeemed within that period. 
The pawn receipts can also ve pawned at the same rate of 
interest. The owners of such “pawnshops"”, which are 
patronized by gamblers only, are loxfers mostly having 
connections with the Japanese Gendarmerie stationed in the 
distticts concernéd « It will be difficult for the Shanghai 
City Goverrment to suppress them in view 6f the:-faéttthat 
the gambling dens in Nantao 2re still operating despite 


Mayor Ghen Kung Po's order for their suppression.
